Driven Back by First Volley, Assail 


ants Again Try to Penetrate W orks 


Hand-to-Hand Fighting. 


Pittsburgh, May 2.—W hen a mob t» 
drink-crazed strike sympathizer*, th# 
majority foreigners, twice attacked th* 
plant cl 
the Edgar Thomson 
Sloe 
company, in Braddock, at least twc 
were killed by the fire of the company 
pollee 
and 
four of the twenty-font 
known to be wounded by the fusillade 
are so seriously injured 
they 
may 
die. 
Som# reports said a score of the at 
tacking mob lost their lives, but th!*- 
was not confirmed. Two corpses were 
removed from the scene of the riot 
ins. 
As most of the men shot weru 
aliens, 
who were removed by their 
comrades, it is believed possible more 
were killed or wounded than appeal 
on the list of known casualties. 
Not fewer than toot) snots were fired 
by the steel works guards defending 
the steel plant, after the mob bom­ 
barded the walls and tried to scale 
them. 
Ever since the Westinghouse Works 
were closed by the strikers they pav# 
been threatening the plants of the 
Monongahela valley, 
and 
began 
a 
march on the Edgar Thomson works, 
as well as the plant of the McClintock- 
Marshall Bridge 
Works, 
and 
©tiler 
mills, in an effort to get the men em­ 
ployed to join them. 
All during the day the mob had 
been attacking manufacturing pl ml* 
in the T urtle Creek and Monongah* 
la valleys. 
In the afternoon, the crisis cam©. 
The workmen in the Edgar Thomson 
mill had offered themselves as depu 
tv sheriffs to resist the invaders; anc 
many of them wore well armed with 
rifles, as were the regular policemen 
of the mill, when the mob of foreign 
ors from the Westinghouse works ap­ 
peared at the gates and dem anded ad­ 
mittance for the purpose of coaxing 
the Edgar Thomson men out. 
They were refused, and the guards 
attempted to persuade them to leave, 
hut they began a bombardment with 
stones and started to scale the walls 
One of the strikers succeeded in g* t 
ting to the top of the wall surrou cl­ 
ing the plant and fired a shot at the 
workmen. 
Instantly the rifles of the pollee spit 
out a deadly sheet, and in a few' min 
utes a bloody riot was going on. Many 
of the men in the crowd were seen 
to fall. 
Most of them were under the 
influence cf liquor, although every sa 
loon in the neighborhood 
has 
been 
closed by order of the district attor­ 
ney. 
After the first volley of the guards 
had driven the mob back they again 
charged, and a desperate hand-to-hand 
encounter ensued, in which heads and 
limbs were broken and blood flowed 
freely. 
The strikers had to give way 
at last and hacked away from the 
plant, but did not run. 
They are still 
there in great numbers, and the feel­ 
ing Is intense, so that a break may 
come in the calm at any time. 
Two of the men killed were neither 
W estinghouse strikers nor w»# kmen at 
the Edgar Thomson works. They were 
spectators. 
One was 
.John 
Barko, 
twenty-two \ears old, of Braddock. He 
leaves a wife and two children. 
Another 
was 
Michael Havrika, a 
Greek. 
Among those who wore shot und 
may die are Frank Wiliams and hi 
wife who were watching the fight from 
an alley when hit. 
After the conflict there was desul 
tory firing by guards and rioters at 
the Thirteenth street aud Baltimore A- 
Ohio entrain os to the Edgar Thomson 
works, where between wino and SP WO 
men were at work. 
Sheriff Richard*, of Allegheny coun­ 
ty, sent MIO deputies to the scene later, 
and all the men in the Edgar Thomson 
works 
were 
sworn 
in 
as deputy 
sheriffs and arm ed with rifles ami re 
volvors. 
Most of the foreigners are, 
unarmed except with bludgeons. Had 
they been supplied with firearms a 
dreadful m assacre would undoubtedly 
have resulted. 
Sheriff Richards was notified of tile 
situation, an't It was decided the gov­ 
ernor should be asked for detachments 
of the national guard.
